CORRESPONDENCE. 
WORDS OF GOOD CHEER FROM PRESIDENT JOHN TAYLOR. 


Salt Lake Ci „Utah, Oct 18, 1882 


Dear Brother, Our — — Conference, just past, was one of 
unusual interest. The speakers were richly endowed with the good spirit of 
our God, and spake with much fervor, directness and power. The attend- 
able. 

During our sessions two beothron-~ Elders Abraham H. 
Theodore B. Lewis — were selected to fill the vacancies in the presiding 
- quorum of Seventies; but it was afterwards discovered that Elder Lewis 
bad been taken out of the Seventies and ordained a High Priest, a fact of 
which the brethren of the First Seven Presidents of Seventies were unaware 
at the time they submitted his name for the approval of the Apostles; when 
thie fect ‘was Knows, ‘Louis was not codtined; anil, cones- 
‘quently, one vacancy stillremained. | 

- Conference ; but sinee its close, the Lord has revealed His will and desig- 
nated Elders George Teasdale and Heber J. Grant to fill those vacancies, and 
also that we might appoint Elder Seymour B. Young to fill the vacancy in 
the presiding quorum of Seventies. This revelation was submitted to the 
Twelve and by them accepted, and was afterwards read to the Presidents of 
„Stakes, First Presidents of Seventies and a few others It has been acted 
upon, and the brethren mentioned have been ordained’; the two first to the 
« Apostleship of the Twelve, the last named to the presiding quoram of the 
Beventies. han 
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‘My mind has been deeply impressed of late by thé matters contained in 
the Word of the Lord. At the Priesthood meeting, during Conference, I was 
led to speak with much plainness and freedom on these subjects. The work 
of the Lord amongst the Lainanites must not be Wenn g if we desire to 
retain the approval of God. Thus far we have been content to simply baptize 
them and then let them run wild aguin ; but this must continue no longer; 
the same devoted effort, the same care in instructing, the same organization of 
Priesthood, must be introduced and maintained among the house of Lehi as 
amongst those of Israel gathered from among the Gentile nations. As yet, 
God has been doing all, and we, comparatively, nothing. He has led many of 
them to us, and they have been buptized, and now we must instruct them 
further, and organize them into churches with proper. presidencies, attach 
tliem to our Stake organizations, etc. In one word, treat them exactly, i in 5 
these respects, as we would, and do treat our white brethina.” 8 * 

Of political matters, you are duly advised by the papers. The People’s - 
Party have nominated Elder John T. Caine for Delegate to Congress, and the 
nomination appears to be very acceptable to the great body of our people. We 
anticipate he will poll a very heavy vote. 3 

The Commissioners appear desirous to act as gentlemen, but the pressure 
brought to bear against them is so strong that they sometimes do, so we think, 
what naturally they would be disinclined to do. But, with all their rules and 
disfranchisements, we expect the work of God to go on unhindered, and His 
purposes to be accomplished despite the efforts of every man to set his hand 
to retard its progress. Still, as I have previously told you, we shall stand by 
that which the Lord has given us, and contest, inch by inch, against all their 
inroads on our liberties and franchises. 

We ate happy to hear through you of the good works and successful labor 
of the missionaries under your watch-care. 

A large’ number of missionaries for the States * Europe, started yestar- 
day morning; their names you will find in the columns of the Deseret News. -
